State Highway Departm ent plows 
thus morning continued 
to clear 
drifts three and four feet deep from 
roads in the Bendersville, W e lls ­ 
ville and Mt. Newman sections of 
the county after strong winds dur­ 
ing the night piled up snow th a t 
reached four to five inches on the 
level. 
In Gettysburg and most other 
sections of the county the snowlall 
reached only a depth of a little more 
than an inch. Rain th a t fell earlier 
Friday switched to sleet and then 
snow here by m id-afternoon. In the 
m ountains the change had taken 
place about IO a m. 
Highways soon became slippery 
with slush and cinder crews started 
work

through the night. Roads became 
more slippery after m idnight when 
the 
tem peratures

freezing and slush turned to ice. 
Sixteen Plows Used

UPI—A 
two-million-dollar Atlas interconti­ 
nental ballistic 
m issile 
(ICBM) 
blew up after less than foul- m in­ 
utes of flight yesterday. 
Before 
it 
shattered 
into 
bits 
about 30 m iles above the ocean, 
however, the thin-skinned missile 
had yielded virtually all the es­ 
sential data 
that even a 
m uch 
longer test flight could have pro­ 
vided. 
Air Force experts today started 
the long 
task 
of reducing 
that 
data to usable inform ation — and 
to facts which m ight help prevent 
the loss of still another ICBM. 
Two earlier Atlas m issiles w ere 
destroyed last year shortly after 
launching. Because of the volum es 
of 
inform ation 
gained, 
the 
Air 
Force classed those flights not as 
failures but as 95 per cent suc­ 
cessful. 
2 Successful Flights 
Only two of the five 5,000-mile- 
range ICBMs 
launched 
to 
date 
have m ade com pletely successful 
flights.

cision." 
Stassen said his decision would 
com e before March 17 deadline 
which all candidates must m eet 
in filing for the Pennsylvania gu­ 
bernatorial race. 
Many of Stassen’s friends

lieve he definitely decided to quit 
but is delaying an announcem ent 
to order to line up more support 
in Pennsylvania

One of the proposals is a sur­ 
vey of the physical, visual and 
m ental standards for the licensing 
of operators of motor vehicles. 
The council also will study a 
formula whereby drivers up to the 
age of 45 would face re-exam ina­ 
tion every three years: from 45 to 
60, every two years, and over 60, 
every year. 
Other proposals call for the use 
of radar as a 
law enforcement 
m e d i u m and authorization of 
chemical tests to determine de­ 
gree of intoxication.

HARRISBURG I.* — The “ new­ 
look” in automobile license plates 
is upon us. The 1958 tags, soon to 
be in the mail, will be aluminum 
after more titan a half century of 
using steel. 
What was the old look?

climbed into their turn-of-the-cen- 
tury automobile and didn’t have 
to worry about license plates. 
It was on April 23. 1903. that

The counties handled 
the job. The fee was $3 a year. 
G randdad received a certificate 
but he supplied his own license 
plate.

that the num erals be three inches 
in height. The color and size were 
left strictly to his own im agina­ 
tion.

First Tags In 1906

Tips On Improvements 
Condense it. Reduce the bulk and 
; weight of m aterials. Change their 
shape for easy handling. 
No two farm s are exactly alike, 
but the general principles can be 
applied to every farm. 
How and where to start making 
: improvements is im portant. First, a 
; farmer needs to take a look at his 
present setup — building arrango- 
i ment, equipment and methods. It 
also will be helpful for him ta visit 
farms where installations have been 
made, and see how they might meet 
his needs. It possible he should get 
his neighbors to visit his farm and 
make suggestions. Often an outrider 
can see needed changes th at the 
operator will overlook. 
Cattle Grab* Are Costly 
Fanners are urged to check the 
backs of their cattle regularly d u r­ 
ing the winter for signs of grubs. 
Cattle grub control should begin 
within two weeks after the first 
grubs on hte back are found. Three 
treatm ents are necessary, viith the 
second and third made at monthly 
intervals. The treatm ents are usually 
in February, M arch and April. 
Rotenone is recommended, applied 
as a dust, spray or wash, to kill 
grubs. As a dust, use 1 4 to 2 per 
cent rotenone applied thoroughly 
to the backs of animals by rubbing 
it into the hair with hands or a 
stiff brush. For spray applications 
use 3\ pounds of rotenone wettable 
powder (5 per cent derris* and I 
pound of household detergent in 50 
gallons of water. Direct the spray 
to the backs of cattle and rub it 
in with a stiff brush, being certain 
to wet backs thoroughly. 
Huge National Loss 
Recent 
research 
has 
indicated 
cattle grubs can be controlled ef­ 
fectively with systemic insecticides 
to the anim als orally. These new 
insecticides are not yet available 
in Pennsylvania and are not recom­ 
mended at this time. 
Actual dollar loss caused by cattle 
grubs in the United States is esti­ 
mated by industry groups at be­ 
tween HOO million and $300 million 
annually. Hides and meat of in ­ 
fested anim als are damaged during 
the latter part of the larval stage of 
the grubs, when they form cysts in
